CH ‘orgc H. Earle and Attorney G e n ­ 
eral Charles J. Margiotti were urged 
bv the Philadelphia criminal justice 
association to call a state-wide con­ 
ference not later than October to 
keep pace with crime 
prevention 
m ethods in other states. 
Declaring th at the commonwealth 
has lagged behind some of its sister

suggested 
th a t Pennsylvania use recent crime 
conferences in New York and Cali­ 
fornia as models and “then go them 
ono better.” Such a

authorized by the 1935 legislature, 
but has been delayed, according to 
Margiotti, until the next regular 
legislative session “in order th at the 
interest engendered by and the in ­ 
fluence of such a conference may

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4—National 
politics today cast a faintly hopeful j 
shadow of peace over bitter warfare 
between craft and industrial union 
forces of organized labor. 
This ber amc evident as the extra- J 
ordinary American federation of la- j 
bor “trial” of twelve of its unions 
for insurrection continued into its 
second day. 
Union leaders frankly conceded 
chances to avert a vide open break 
in labor's fifty year old solid front 
were slim indeed,, but if there was 
a bare hope of patching things up, 
it was apparent the credit must go 
to politics. 
The reason for this was labor's 
overwhelming 
desire 
to 
re-elect 
President Roosevelt this fall. 
There was a vividly apparent sen­ 
timent in the A. F. of L. executive 
council, conducting the “trial’' to 
suspend the insurgent unions, but 
there emerged today a new caution, 
coupled with frequent reference to 
“campaigns' and the labor vote. The 
fact that tlse 
several 
Republican 
members of the council led the de- 


mand for drastic action against the 
“rebels" comprising the committee 
for industrial organization brought 
quiet Democratic comment behind 
the scenes, to the effect th at any 
such move would tend to weaken 
labor's united support of Mr. Roose­ 
velt. 
Against this hopeful sign, how­ 
ever, there were powerful indica­ 
tions, th a t politics or not, the craft- 
unionized A. F. of L. can no longer 
tolerate what it terms rank insur­ 
rection m the part 
of the 
CIO. 
headed by defiant John L. Lewis of 
the United Mine Workers. These 
indications were 
strengthened 
by 
the CIO unions refused to appear 
for the trial, and met the only com­ 
promise proposed a t the present ses­ 
sion of the executive council with a 
quiet snub. 
The CIO has simply stood pat in 
the controversy, denying th at its o r­ 
ganizing drive in the steel and other 
industries is a defiance of the A. F.

from where the Slippery Rock 
joins the ( onoquenessing lies 
Camp Lllwood, one of the fin­ 
est boys camps in the I nited 
States and certainly the finest 
in Western Pennsylvania- 
Down in this district the Slippery 
Rock loses its turbulence. The mad 
rush over the rocky gorges farther 
up is spent, the incessant sing song 
of the waters as they hurry over 
the boulders gives way to the sil­ 
ence of a placid sheet of water and 
here the camp is established in a 
wide valley flanked by evergreen 
hills. 
Large Camp 
In physical area Camp Ellwood 
is about 150 acres in size. 
Rugged 
hills, flat plain, and 
wooded 
re­ 
cesses where the sun is 
almost 
a 
total stranger combine to make the 
camp one of the most picturesque 
spots in a district where nature has 
been extravagant with her beauty 
treatm ent. 
The buildings of the camp are 
many. Eighteen cabins for the boys 
there are located in a street form a­ 
tion with each cabin named after 
an Indian tribe. 
Painted green and 
white the cabins give the appear­ 
ance of a small settlem ent, newly 
built. 
At tne end of the street is 
the Arts and Crafts Building where 
the boys are given instruction

and the seven weeks period which 
the boys enjoy is filled with recrea­ 
tion and instruction.

A mile up in the hills is 
an overnight cabin where hikers 
spent the night on overnight hikes. 
The beach is an attractive spot 
and a popular one. Life guards and 
instructors are always present to 
see that no boy goes 
beyond 
his 
depth, and the color of the swim 
cap worn by the boys indicates his 
degree of proficiency in the water. 
Two New Castle men are attached 
to the staff of Camp Ellwood. Cecil

The camp director is 
Henry W. Luecht of Mt. Lebanon, 
Pa.

Yes, Joe has some ideas on the 
subject. 
“Before you make up your mind 
the ball is livelier,” he said, ‘‘wait 
until the season is over and you 
have the hits and runs totals. There 
have been flurries of hitting in other 
years. 
Pitching has been spotty 
this year. 
Offhand, and without 
looking into the record book, I ’d say 
the ball w ere using now isn't any 
different from the one we played 
with in 1927 when the Babe was 
setting his m ark of 00 homers. 
Is 
anybody going to break R u th ’s mark 
this year? 
I don’t think so. 
But 
the pitching does seem to be under 
par, and th at accounts for p art of 
the runs made in the flock of big- 
score games we’ve been having off 
and on. 
Hitters Don’t Always Hit 
‘‘Hitters have to be given part of 
the credit in ball games where the 
scores run into two figures. 
It isn’t 
iill pitching. 
Hitters can have good 
years and bad years. R uth set some 
great records, but there were years 
when he slumped, too. 
Look 
at 
Ruth's record.” 
A record book was produced and 
the Babe’s record 
was consulted 
There, in black and white, it show­ 
ed th at R uth had rung up 50 home 
runs m 1921. but in the following 
year had made only 35. 
In 1919 he 
hit 29 homers and in the very next 
year he clouted 54. aimcst twice as 
many. 
He hit 25 homers in 1925, 
i but in the following year came up 
with 47. 
“It would be ridiculous to say the 
[ball was needled in the years when 


the Babe was really hitting them, 
wouldn’t it?" asked Joe. 
“Take the 
Yankees as another example. Early 
in the season we were getting pretty 
good pitching but our hitters were 
behind. Remember how Lefty Grove 
started the season? 
It didn't look 
like a very lively ball he was throw ­ 
ing past the batters. 
Lou Gehrig 
and a couple of others on our club 
were in a hitting slump. 
You can't 
give the lively ball credit for bring­ 
ing ’em out of it. 
How About 15-0 G a m e s ? 
“The Yanks are a great hitting 
team, but not just because of a 
lively ball, 
There have been sev­ 
eral scores this year like 15 to 0. If 
the ball is hopped up, why can’t the 
losers score in a game like that?
